Discovery of Bobbery. 


The fact that the bank had evidently 


been robbed was first made known to 
the cashier, Gcs Kalb, by Janitor Caw- 
sber on the morning of Monday, Dc- 
renber JS, 1838, then a. holiday be- 
cause Christinas of that year fell oa 
Sunday. He went to the tome of the 
cashier and informed him that he had 
foand the door of the bank vault open.

This was the story be told, given 
ttre In substance only.

Their arrest followed. Tor a few
